THE SAT TAKING THE TEST 


You will have 7425 hours to work on this 
test booklet. Your supervisor (Caddo Par¬ 
ish School Board) will tell you when to 
begin and end each section (nine weeks 
period). They will also tell you when to take 
any subsequent water/restroom breaks (va- 
cation/holidays) that may occur during 
said times. If you finish before time is 
called, you may check your work on that 
section; but, of course, you must not work 
ahead to any other section, (point well 
taken, guys, it’s straight from the SAT 
handbook), 


If you are unable to finish a section or if 
there are some questions you cannot an¬ 
swer, do not worry. Do not waste your time 
puzzling over questions you do not under¬ 
stand. You should work as rapidly as possi¬ 
ble without sacrificing accuracy. If by some 
catastrophic occurrence you should leave 
an entire section blank or miss almost every 
question in a section, again, do not worry.

The SAT (Student Academic/Attitude 
Test) is a multiple-choice test made of 
English, math, science, history, P.E., and 
elective sections. The questions test your 
vocabulary, comprehension, reasoning, and 
ability to solve problems. These abilities are 
related to how well you will do in college. 
The SAT does not measure other factors 
and abilities such as creativity, special tal¬ 
ents, or possible earning potential that may 
help you do well in college.

And when the CPSB doors at 
1961 Midway shut at 4:30p.m., she can usually be 
found behind the desk in the principal’s office at 
1601 Viking Drive. 

After clearing her agenda for the day and 
organizing her desk for tomorrow, she may go 
home — only to return for a PTSA meeting, a band 
or orchestra performance, a school p/ay, choral 


presentation, or a dance. 

Ah — but the weekends provide respite, right1 
Saturday and Sunday may bring change of 
pace, but even then she's usually off and running 
toward another Magnet event — soccer games, 
Quiz Bowl competition, sate Decathlon selection, 
the art department’s exhibit. She even shows up 
at 11 p. m. on a spring Saturday night to cro wn the 
king and queen of prom.
